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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amended claims include the limitations of a "conductive rotating wafer-cleaning member". The 
rotating wafer-cleaning member was never previously considered or claimed as needing to be conductive. The previous claim 10 required 
a wafer-cleaning member and a separate conductive member, while claims 17 and 21 required a wafer-cleaning member and an 
conductive path extending from the wafer to an electric ground. This new limitation would require further search and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed claims would require further search 
and/or consideration since a "conductive rotating wafer-cleaning member" was never previously considered.
